Carrier Companies’ Raise 
Question of Board’s Juris- 
diction in Arbitrary. 


Farwell Walton, president of 
the St. Louis Express Co. which 
delivers in arbitrary territory for 
the railroad express company, 


admitted to the Missouri Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission 
at the Southern Hotel Wednes- 
day that he discriminates in his 
rates. 

He.said he delivered packages 
to the Peters Shoe Co. for 15 
cents each, but charges individ- 
uals 25 cents for. the same serv- 
ice. Walton also admitted that 
he collected express. carriage 
on many packages that are pre- 
paid, doing so because the \way 
bills had not arrived-or had been 
misplaced. \ 

“We knuow that many of these 
packages are prepaid,” said .Walton, 
“but the express companies want to 
be safe and we collect again at this 
end of the line.” 

Walton said he had a* verbal contract 
with all of the express companies to 
make. deliveries,for them and that he 
was bonded to them for $1000 and $2000 
for faithful service. He said about one 
per cent of the customers refuse to pay 
the delivery charges, but he thought as 
@ general rule the people were satisfied 
with the service he renders. 

Kmows He Has Monopoly. 

“Tf have to make a haul of three to 
five miles on all packages delivered 
for the express companies,” Walton 
testified. “I know that I am a mo- 
nopoly. I have the service the ex- 
press companies want, and they come 
to me to get it. 

“During the Christmas holidays, 
when we delivered 8000 packages in 


eight days, I suppose we collected 
Gharges on 200 prepaid packages. On 


‘about 200 other prepaid packages the 


consignees refused to pay, and we re- 
turned them. 

“The business I do for the express 
companies is about one-fifteenth of 
my entire business, and but for my 
other business I could net do it.” 

Walton estimated it would cost the 
five express companies approximate- 
ly $8000 a month to extend their free 
delivery servicé to all parts of the 
city. 

Says He Is Not Making Money. 

Walton said his company is capi- 
talized for $30,000 and was organized in 
1901, absorbing the Walton-Knost Ex- 
press Co. He promised to furnish the 
commission figures Thursday as to the 
number of packages..delivered in 1909, 
and the amount of money collected by 
him for rendering the service. He said 
he had filed no schedule of his rates 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, as his business is confined wholly 
to St. Louis. 

He said his verbal contract with 
the Adams Express Co. was that he 
Was to deliver all packages for 25 
cents,

THIRTY OFFICIALS

in Federal investigation 
at Chicago.

CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—About thirty ‘sub- 
penas were served in the offices of the 
National Packing Co., Armour & Co.; 
Swift & Co. and.Morris*& Co. today. 

They were served secretly and. neither 
the Government nor the packers would 
divulge ‘the identity of those subpenaed. 


It is. said. the secrecy was to prevent] 


a general exodus of the persons wanted. 
It was announced that James H. W1!- 
kerson, chief aid to District Attornay 
Sims, would be in charge of the inves- 
tigation. It is expected about ten wit- 
nesses will be examined each day. 

The first witness called was C. C. 
Snow, secretary and treasurer of the 
National Packing Co.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—With Sena- | 


tor Nelson of Minnesota presiding, the 
congressional inquiry into the so-called 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy began in 
earnest this afternoon, with Louis R. 
Gilavis on the witness stand. . 

Glavis is the dismissed field agent 
who preferred charges against Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger in connection 
with the Cunningham coal mines in. 
Alaska. He sent the charges direct to 
President Taft, who, after considering 
them, wrote a long letter to Mr, Bal- 
linger, declaring he had been unjustly 
attacked and that Glavis should imme- 
diately be dismissed from the service. 

It was in connection with the prepara- 
tion of the Glavis charges against Sec- 
retary Ballinger that Gifford Pinchot 
was drawn into the controversy. Mr. 
Pinchot directed Associate Forester 
Price and Assistant Law Officer Shaw 
of his bureau to assist Glavis in fram-. 
ing the charges. These facts, proclaimed 
by Mr. Pinchot in a letter to Senater 
Dolliver, together with the letter itself, 
led to the dismissal of Pinchot, Price 
and Shaw from the forestry service. 

It was reported this morning that fol- 
lowing today’s session the committee 
would meet for the present on Fridays | wissourians.”* 
and Sattrdays. This arrangement, it is ’ 
believed, will give the senators and rep- 
resentatives plenty of time to attend to 
their legislative duties and carry for- 
ward the inquiry at the same time.

LONDON, Jan. 2%.—The election to 
Parliament of 18 Liberals, 17 Unionists, 
two Nationalists and one Laborite, with 
one seat for Sutherlandshire stil} to be 
heard from, make up the 39 results left 
over from yesterday's balloting. Out of 
these seats the Unionists gain five and 
the Liberals two. 

With only. 71 pollings remaining to 
complete the membership of the House 
of Commons,’ the parties stand thus: 
Government Coalition: Liberals, 231; 
Irish Nationalists, 74: Laborites, 38. 
Opposition: Unionists, 255. 

Deducting the eight Nationalists stil! 
to be returned, the election prophets cal- 
culate that the remaining seats will be 
so divided as to give the Liberal and 
Labor parties combined a majority of 
from 15 to 30 over the Unionists. The 
Unionist gains to date are 118, the Lib- 
erals 18 and the Laborites one. 
Following the election of Premier 
Asquith, the Premier was mobbed by 
militant suffragettes. The women in a 
body charged time after time in their 
attempts to reach the minister and 
there were several lively skirmishes 
with the police. 

Asquith, for the east division of Fife, 
re-elected with Richard B. Haldane for 
Haddingtonshire, returns to Parliament 
with a substantial increase of 615 over 
his former majority, but the Secretary 
of State for War must be satisfied with 
a majority less by 355 than that ob- 
tained in 1906.

Delegate Wickersham Also 
Charges Roosevelt Pursued 
Same Policy. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Charges by 


Delegate Wickersham that President 
Taft and former President Roosevelt 
had maintained Washington an 
Alaskan lobby in the persons of former 
Gov. W. B. Hoggatt and Maj: W. P. 
Richardson, an army Officer who is 
head of the Alaskan Road Commission, 
are revealed by proofs made public to- 
day of an executive hearing before the 


Senate Committee on Territories in rela- 
tion to the Alaskan legislative council 
bill. Counter charges by Mr. Hoggatt 
that Judge Wickersham “is humbug- 
ging” further enlivens the situation, 

The Senate committee took seriously 
the aspersions which seemed to have 
been cast upon the motives of the Presi- 
dent and ex-President by Judge Wicker- 
sham’s testimony. 

Before an official stenographer was 
admitted to the hearing, Judge Wicker- 
sham was called to order by Senator 
Beveridge, chairman of the committee, 
and warned to guard his utterances 
with more care. 

Testimony Is Cut Ont. 

After the Alaskan delegate had re- 
tired from the room,. a portion of his 
testimony was considered and it. was 
decided it should not appear in the print- 
ed record. Chairman Beveridge said to 
the committee: 

“A witness would not be permitted 
to make such a reflection upon motives 
of the President of the United States 
in any committee of which I was chair- 
man, even if that office were filled by 
William Jennings Bryan or a prohibi- 
tionist or a Socialist.’’ 

Judge Wickersham had charged that 
certain legislation furthered by Mai. 
Richardson and former Gov. Hoggatt 
was in the interest of the Guggenheims 
and that the President and former Pres- 
ident were responsible for their presence 
in Washington as lobbyists for the 
meagures,- It was at that point the dele- 
gate was called to order. 

Further along in the hearing—and this 
is a part of the-testimony made public— 
Mr. Wickersham, in protesting against 
the presence of Maj. Richardson in 
Washington, said: 

“The President has no right to main- 
tain a lobbyist here.”’ 

Hoggatt Answers Charge.

REPORT from Pittsburg says that 
A Pitcher Frank Smith has signed his 

contract for next season with Char- 
ley Comiskey’s White Sox, and has been 
given a raise in salary of $700. That 
means the last chance for the Browns 
to procure him from the Chicago team 
has passed away. 

Both Owner Hedges and Manager 
O’Connor of the local team have been 
entertaining hopes that they could ex- 
ecute a trade with the big Chicago mag- 
nate, giving him an outfielder, prob- 
ably George Stone, for Piteher Smith. 
Such a trade would just about complete 
the, Browns for battle next season, and 
though Comiskey. never fave any assur- 
ance that such a trade would be made, 
still it is Known that Smith has always 
been a bit dissatisfied with conditions 
in the Windy City, and there was rea- 
son to believe Comiskey would consent 
to his. release. 

But that raise of $700 has undoubtedly 
patched up all differences petween Smith 
and his boss, and if the Browns wish 
to strengthen the pitching staff next 


summer, they must look elsewhere for 


help. O’Connor would rather have Smith 
than any man he could name in the 

American League. 

The Browns are in a rather peculiar 
position just now.

Officials of the Middle West Bowl-

GOV, HADLEY RAPS 
ThE TERMINAL AT 
REALTY BANQUET 


Executive ecko That. Ar- 
bitrary Has Kept St, Louis 
From. Advancing. 


CALLS CITIZENS TIMID 


Declares They Should Insist 
on Fair Treatment and 
Competition. 


With a 2,000,000-acre land ‘“‘proposi- 
tion’’ on his hands, Gov. Hadley intro- 
duced himself to the Real Estate Ex- 
change banqueters at the Mercantile 
Club Tuesday night as the biggest real 
estate man of them all. He urged them 
to develop this commonwealth in order 
to prevent Texas from supplanting Mis- 
souri as fifth among the states in. popu- 
lation and. wealth. 

‘ He also urged fearlessness in dealing 
with railroad and terminal problems. 
“The business interests of this city, he 
declared, “have been too timid in in- 
sisting on fair treatment. The reason 
St. Louis is not today the greatest city 
west of the seaboard is discrimination 
in transportation, matters. The rem- 
edy for the excessive, or at least arbi- 
trary charges for terminal facilities 
must come through methods of compe- 
tition.” 

Reclamation Is Discussed. 

The Governor also talked of reclama- 
tion of swamp land, saying that the riv- 
ers of Missouri were at present a posi- 
tive loss to: the State. Deep water in 
the Mississippi, he said, would make 
possible the reclaiming of great tracts 
which are now swamp land—a territory 
sufficient to raise farm products to sup- 
ply the needs of the entire State. 

“Gov. Gratz Brown congratulated the 
State in 1871,’ said Gov. Hadley, “that 
the census of 1870 had shown Missouri 
fifth in population and wealth among 
the states, and every governor since 
him has mentioned the same fact as a 
cause for State pride. But I am afraid 
that when the census returns of 1910 
are in, Missouri. may be in sixth place, 
with -Texas fifth. If we do keep our 
position it will be because of the enter- 
prise of the cities and not thé advance- 
ment of the country. districts. But the 
prosperity of the cities depends on the 
farms, and we must develop the State.”’ 

The Governor also talked home rule, 
telling of his pian for the’ adoption of 
home rule laws by ‘the initiative, and 
praised Excise Commissioner Caulfield 
as a “fair and sane” official in a diffi- 
cult place. 

Sehutz Presents Figures. 

After the Governor had hurried away 
to take @ train for the State Immigra- 
tion Congress at Springfield, the thump- 
ing of the Terminal Association by oth- 
er speakers began. The crowd kept call- 
ing for Councilman Schutz, but the 
brush-bearded foe of monopoly did noi 
get the floor until nearly 11 p: m.

abolition of the unsightly and grade 
crossings. The commission has been at work 
since last August. Its findings should, therefore, 
have the merit which comes of research and carry 
the weight which results from careful study. 
The Municipal Assembly should lose no time in 
finishing its work with the report’ and opening 
the way for the exectition of the plan. 

An important recommendation will be the elim- 
ination of the railroad tracks from Forest Park. 
No scheme without that provision could be per- 
fect, complete or acceptable. The Wabash will 
resist it as it has resisted electrification. But 
it may as well accept what is inevitable. That 
track is a‘blot on the par: and a value-destroying 
feature in a residence district which would other- 
wise become the city’s pride. A railroad there 
is incongruous and it doesn’t matter whether 
it is on the earth or over it or under it. 

Beyond this provision which considers sightli- 
ness as well as safety, the situation should present 
no complications. The plan proviues for the.abo- 
lition of grade crossings—all grade crossings, It 
provides for the systematic prosecution of the 
work, distributing it over 10 years. It is a plan 
that has been successfully followed in many other 
cities. It is what St. Louis should have started 
10 years ago. All the power the city possesses— 
and it is ample—must be exerted. Even when 
they know they must eventually surrender, the 
railroads protest and hamper such progress. It 
is their fixed policy. They need be considered 
only as obstacles certain to be encountered. The 
common ‘relfare is the one thing to be served. 
The Municipal Assembly cannot act too quickly 
once the report is in its hands. 
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The National Immigration Commission may, 
have done $657,993 worth of nothing, but it at 
least vindicated its adherence to Republican meth- 


ods.

Co-Operative Plant to Reduce Prices. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

I read in the papers that Cleveland (O.) people are 
on a meat strike by not eating meat.for 30 days, thus 
hoping to lower the price of meat. I think this plan 
will only serve to raise the price on other products, 
because of the demand, which are controlled by the 
same capital that controls meat. 

Now I am a union man and belong to an interna- 
tional union which has about 700,000 members, all of 
whom paid from $15 to $30 each to join it and now 
pay from $36 to $50 annually to hold their cards. 
They all do this because it helps them to get better 
wages. It is a good investment. Now, while we fight 
“the witch’ in front, we find the devil din guise of 
a meat trust) fighting us from behind, with high 
prices, 

I believe there are 50,000 men in St. Louls who have 
paid not less than $10 to join a union. Suppose each 
of them would invest $10 in an independent packing 
house and supply themselves with meat? It would 
mean a $500,000 plant which would be sufficient to 
supply St. Louis with meat 3 per cent cheaper .than 
we now get it. Nearly any family will use $100 worth 
of meat each year and by saving 3 or 3% per cent 
would mean a saving of at least $30 a year On the 
small investment of $10. One year’s trial would con- 
wince other cities of its. good and all would soon fol- 
low suit.

How to Make Buttermilk. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Let me say to those who are fond of good butter- 
milk that it is too easy to make at home to think of 
doing without, that it is one of the best of foods 
as well, and claimed by many scientists as a sure 
preventive of old age. 

In the first place, get your skimmed or unskimme4d 
milk (either will do) while it is still sweet and empty 
it dnto pitchers, jugs, jars or other earthenware ves- 
"sela. Wooden vessels, while just as good, are no bet- 
ter and much harder to clean, amd the chemical ac- 
tion of sour milk upon tinware not only destroys its 
agreeable. flavor, but poisons it more or less. Sweet 
milk, whether for cream cheese of buttermilk, should 
never be clabbered at very high temperature as great 
heat renders it indigestible and causes it to whey or 
‘separate. After ft has clabbered, if you have no 
churn, you can beat it up in a short time with a silver 
spoon or an egg beater if you are sure it is not & 
tin one.

From the New York World. 
Bradstreet’s ‘‘Index Number’’ of the 
cost of commodities, the authoritative 
price thermometer, is compiled from the 
average wholesale prices of 96 commodi- 
ties in common and necessary use. It 
takes no account of rent, nor of taxes, 
nor of the profits of jobbers and retail- 
ers—all items which have risen at least 
with even pace. And it shows that a 
stated quantity of these 9% articles 
which on July 7, 1896, cost $5.70, could 
be bought for $9.23 on Jan. 1, 1910. This 
is an increase of nearly 62 per cent. 
For the average family the cost of liv- 
ing in its customary comfort has risen j 
in about that proportion. 

The income of the average family has 
increased, but to nothing like the same 
extent. Sheer necessity, therefore, is at 
the base of the so-called ‘boycotts’ on 
meats and other expensive foods. People 
do not buy because they cannot buy or 
cannot do without too great sacrifice in 
other directions, And already these boy- 
cotts are producing their effect. Whole- 
sale pork dropped three-quarters of a 
cent in Chicago, but it has much fur- 
ther to go to be within the reach of poor 
customers. Restaurants, retail butchers 
and other enterprises which are them- 
selves victims of high prices are forced 
to the brink of failure or pushed over it. 
Shipments of the higher priced perigsh- 
ables, not meat alone, are falling off. 
The boycott is a grim remedy, but it is a 
quick one.

LIKELY TO PASS 
~ AFTER CHANGES 


Measures | “Avnended’ After 
Protest From Washington 
| University Doctors. 


BOARD OF SIX MEMBERS 





It’Will Take Over Many of 
the Duties Now Devolving 
on Board of Health. jf 





- Opposition of Washington University 
i; the bills for the reorganization of 
t! hospitals, Insane Asylum and Poor- 
house, after threatening defeat of the 
measures, has brought about their 
amendment so as practically to insure 
their passage in the ~ouncil. 
Councilmen Cranden and Davis- still 
object to the pills because they will al- 
low physicians in the membership of the 


the institutions. This provision is dis- 
tasteful also to the physicians of Wash- 
ington University, who desire the Mayor 
to be free to appoint laymen. 

No final action is to be taken by the 
Council] in respect to the bills for two 
weeks because of the absence of Coun- 
cilman BEispenschied, chairman of the 
Legislation Committee.. Unless some of 
those. who supported the bills Tuesday 
change their minds meantime the nec- 


sured. 
Mayor to Name ‘the Boart. 


As they now stand the bills contem- 
}plate the creation of a Hospital Board 
of six bers and the Mayor, whe 
choosed ‘his associates, and the appoint- 
: ment of a mennttal Connener by the 
board. 

The board will have control of all the 
institutions. The Hospital Commission- 
er will be the executive officer, with the 
right to dismiss all the employes under 
him. Members of the board are to re- 
ceive $300 a year and the. Hospital Com- 
missioner $5000. 

‘In addition to the diinetiadicttionta' and 
physicians at the several institutions, 
the bill provides for a visiting staff for 
each except the Insane Asylum, where 
the patients are to be in charge of the 
resident experts. All the visiting phy- 
sicians are to be named by the Hospital 
Board, but the superintendents and resi- 
dent physicians of the institutions are 
| to he appointed by the Mayor. 

Will Add $8000 a Year to Cost. 

The Hospital Board and the Hospital 
Commissioner are to take the places of 
the Board of Health and e Health 
Commissioner. The latter will hereafter 
have jurisdiction only in sanitary mat- 
ters. 

Councilman Schneiderhahn, who helped 
dtaw the bill, says the new system will 
add about $8000 a year to the cost of sup- 
porting the institutions. 

If the bills are passed the names of 
the Insane Asylum and Peorhouse will 
be changed to sanitarium and infirmary 
respectively.
